"The old f ashioiHxl molaisw; is rapid- 


ly disappearing us su article of ooiu- 
Bierce," aaid a prominent grocer, "and 
in its place have come a number of 
tirnps which are more cua-uy and by 
no meant as satisfactory, especially to 
tbe little one*, who delight, as we did 
when we were young, in having 'lasses 
on Ibeir bread. Most of the mohwses 
goes mw the dititilleries, where it is, 
made into mm, for which, notwith- 
standing tbe efforts of our temperance 
workers, tbe demand is constantly on 
the increase, especially in the New 
England states and for the export trade. 
Tbe regular drinker of rum will take no 
other liquor in its place if he can help 
it It seems to reach the spot more di- 
rectly than aty other dram. 


"The darker brown sugars have also 


disappeared, and they »re not likely to 
return, owing to the methods of boiling 
CE (I the maun fact ore. Granulated sugar 
is of the same composition, as far as 
saccharine qualities are concerned, as 
loaf, cut loaf cube and crushed and 
differs from them only in that its crys- 
tals do not cohere. This is because it is 
constantly stirred during the process of 
crystallization. Tbe lighter brown sug- 
ars taste sweeter than tbe white, for 
the reason that there is some molasses 
hi them. Housekeepers have difficulty 
these days in finding coarse, dark sug- 
ars, which are always preferred for nse I 
in putting up sweet pickles, making 
cakes and similar uses. As they cannot 
get brown sugar any more, it may be 
well for them to remember that they 
can simulate brown sugar by adding a 
teaspoonful of molasses to each quarter 
of a pound of the white granulated sug- 
ar. This combination does as well in 
all household recipes that call for 
brown sugar as the article itself, and 
besides it saves them a great deal of 
hunting for brown sugar, which, as, 
said before, has disappeared from the 
market"—Eastport Sentinel.

Nert to the sugar episode in tbe new 


tariff negotiations tbe stock and bond 
stamp tax failure is tbe most notable 
and tbe most inexcusable, says the New 
York News. It will be remembered 
that, as a sort of "tub to the whale''— 
as a pretended yielding to tbe claim 
that the increase of tariff 
taxation 


favored tbe -well to do at tbe expense of 
the poor—a New England Republican 
senator proposed, and the senate adopt- 
ed, a section taxing tbe transfer of 
stocks and bonds. Greenhorns in poli- 
tics were astounded, but Wall street 
merely laid its finger on *ts nose and 
winfced. To Wall street th wove had 
no more significance than tbe playing 
of a pawn in tbe game. 


After the amendment was placed in 


tbe bill Washington correspondents dis- 
cussed at length its probable chances in 
tbe joint committee of conference. There 
were those who believed it would be re- 
tained, for was it not tbe policy of the 
Republican senators to attract and re- 
tain the Populist-Republicans represent- 
ing far western states, where bond hold- 
ers are unpopular?

XL us ilie Rockefeller clique, vh 


compose the Standard Oil companj 
now own a controlling influence in th 
Sugar trust, and can thus dictate its 
policy, the American Cotton compan 
and the Cottonseed Oil trust. The 
also control the anthracite coal an 
copper markets, own a majority of tb 
stock in all the leading gas companie 
in the north, and a large share of man 
of the big railroad lines. 


By itself the Standard Oil company i 


the greatest, richest and most powerfu 
monopoly in the -world, controlling BO 
only the American continent, bnt hal 
of Europe and large parts of Africa, 
Asia and Australia. This immense cor 
poration has been built tip from nothin 
in a tew years, and a fair sample of th 
wealth thus accumulated may be imag 
ined when a man like John Rockefeller 
who started without a dollar, was abl 
to testify seme time ago that he was 
worth $275,000,000—he could not tel 
the exact amount because his fortnn 
was growing so rapidly. 


The trust problem is rapidly becom 


ing a serious one in this country, an 
this last act of the trusts, a union o 
forces in the interest of securing legis- 
lation favorable to them, can moan oul, 
an intention on their part, or at least a 
attempt, to completely dominate an 
control the country. 


If a single one of thoso souopQlie 


the EQgar trust, can dictate to the sen 
ate exactly what it shall do and can EB 
aside the will of the people and fnaa 
the sngar schedule of our tariff bill 
what will the trusts be able to do when 
they unite forces, combine lobbies an 
are ready to use their billions? 


This last alliance of these enemies o 


the people is a distinct threat that th 
country will do well to take notice cf 
It means that if we have suffered in th 
past from the trusts we will suffer ten 
times worse in the future, unless spm 
means are found of breaking the powe 
of these combines and monopolies. Thi 
people have been agitating for gomi 
time past on this subject, bnt they havi 
accomplished very little. There are sev 
eral hundred acts against trusts am 
combines on our statute books, bnt the; 
have either been thrown out as nncon 
stitutional by judges subservient to the 
influences of these monopolies or the 
officers whose duty it is to enforce them 
have, with rare exceptions, betrayed 
people who elected them, either to win 
the good will or the money of the trusts. 
We see the federal senate today, the 
highest body in the land, snrrtradering 
to the sugar trust its legislative power 
and the bouse of representatives, despite 
its pretended opposition, more or less 
controlled by trust influences And we 
are now told that the trusts are not sat- 
isfied with the power they possess, the 
control th»y enjoy over legislation, bni 
propose, by the combine they have re- 
cently made, to go a step farther and 
secure legislation xtill more favorable 
to them. 


As it is, with their consolidation of 


money, they can, even without legisla- 
tion, crush cut all opposition in any 
branch of trade they invade. They can 
fix beyond appeal the price of nil arti 
clee they use, and they can also fix 
what the public must pay for what they 
produce. The Sugar trnst can put down 
tbe price of raw sugars and put up the 
reflux! articlo. Th« Standard Oil trnst 
keeps dovcn the price of petroleum so 
as to give tbo producer tho scantiest of 
livitg and advances tho price of the re- 
fined oil to bleed tho public, thus mak- 
ing money both ways. With its control 
of the railroads and the pipelines, etc., 
it is absolutely master of the situation 
and is tnruinjt over its money with a 
rapidity that surprised even Rockefeller 
himself.

A boy, having been bitten by a dog 
that gave no agn whatever of being 
toad, wa* seat to Sew York to be treat- 
ed by tbe Pasteur method. He died, 
aoon after his return, of a sort of com- 
bination of paralysu and hydrophobia. 
Another boy, a near neighbor, who had 
beard the subject discussed and had 
grown yery narrow about doge and tbe 
poanbihty of being bitten, finally had 
that experience about a year after the 
flrrt occurrence. Be, too, died within a 
few week*. A dog and several other 
children which were bitten by tbe same 
animal that attacked this little fellow 
are alive and well today. Dr. Dulles 
concludes from these facts that the two 
boys really died of fright produced by 
sensational talk and treatment If no 
feat bad been made, be thinks tbe boys 
would have got well, fie entertains the 
same theory in regard to numerous 
other cases. A distressing story has 
been circulated within tie last few 
months about tbe death of foor out of 
eight Baltimore children who had been 
bitten by the game dog. Here again the 
doctor attributes tbe tragic result to the 
treatment and resulting scare, and not 
to the bite. If there was any hydropho- 
bia at all, it was originated not by th» 
dog, but by human agencies. 


Dr. Dulles also reports a large num- 


ber of cases of death after being bitten 
by a dog which were due to pneumonia, 


rpU blood poison, dropsy of the longs 


or acuie other well known malady, tbe 
truth being ascertained by a post mor- 


How eaey it is to be mistaken about 


an animal u shown by the following in- 
cident: One of Dr. Dulles' own patients 
was bitten by & dog, and the latter was 
carried off to a pound, where it died. 
Most people would have jumped to the 
OOBcrnaion instantly tbat tbe dog was 
mad and that tbe person who was bit- 
ten would die within a few days in a 
matt horrible manner. The pound keep- 
Jet deolared, however, that the dog mere- 
ly had fits, aad not hydrophobia, and, 
though tfce patienf » parents were frigbt- 
«aed almost to death themselves, the 
elector allayed their fears and then pro- 
ceeded to the much easier task cf caring 
the child. la other hands the case 
might well have terminated fatally. 


It is a curious fact that those who are 


most exposed to danger from what is 
called "hydrophobia" suffer the least. 
Dr. Dalles has made careful inquiry re- 
garding the dog catchers and pound 
keepers of large cities in Europe and 
America and has been able to find 
only one case of hydrophobia among 
them, The attendants oi the London 
Home fat last and Straying Dogs, 
where over 200,000 dogs have been 
handled, have not once experienced this 
malady. This certainly tends to show 
bow much tbe imagination has to do 
with the matter. These people bad bites 
enonffh. hundreds and even thousands 
of them, but they "did not scare worth 
a cent" and suffered no serious conse- 
qjencea. - 


It will thus be seen that doctors and 


parents wbo permit a child to be 
alarmed after a chance dog bite are 
likely to produce death by their be- 
havior, whereas there is not one chance 
in many thousands that ham will result 
if those who are associated with tha 
victim behave as if the incident was a 
trifling one. — New York Tribune. 


On White Pin*. 


AD expert connected with the forest- 


ry division of the agricultural depart- 
ment has been studying the white pine 
supply of this country and has reached 
the conclusion that those who assume 
to tell within a few years how long it 
will last have not sufficiently consider- 
ed the conditions governing consump- 
tion. At the present rate there would 
be none of this most useful of woods 
left in the east after 15 years, and 40 
would see the Pacific elope swept bare 
of it. As pine grows scarcer, however, 
ita price will n°e, substitutes will be 
used whenever possible, and tbe con- 
ramption will grow less and less. There 
to no real danger tbat tbe genus will be 
exterminated, for long before tbe last 
pines are threatened tbe country will 
be aroused to the absolute necessity for 
intelligent forest culture. Nothing very 
effective in this direction is likely to bo 
attempted until Americana are reduced 
to a much smaller supply of Injsber 
than they now possess. At present they 
are using for all purposes about 350 
cubic feet of wood per capita each year, 
white In Knglswl npnplo gnt along mod- 
erately well with only 18 cubic feet.

From Storing Wheat. 


Several authorities in agricultural 


matters expressed themselves recently 
in The Rural New Yorker concerning 
tbe gam, if any, in selling new wheat 
from the thrasher at 75 cents over keep- 
ing it four mouths and selling at 80 
cents. L. N. Bcuhac, former secretary 
c* tbe Ohio beard of agriculture, pftcr 
keeping an account of tho cobt of the 
two methods, has concluded that there 
is "a saving in labor of 5 cents a biu-hci 
by hauling at oiico to the elevator. Un- 
less one is sure of more than 5 cents ad- 
vance it is btitrr to haul tha grain to 
market OB it comes frcrn the thrasher, 
when wo tlifjsh from the shock or 
stack." In crnimenting on the fore- 
going National btcckuun and Farmer 
says: 


This is probably close to the mark. 


The shrinkage is inconsiderable when 
the grain IB stored in dry weather and 
taken out in f moist weather in the 
spring. The item cf insurance should 
be considered unless the amount of or- 
dinary insurance would cover the v»'^a 
of the crop. Otherwise short term in- 
surance should be secured. The use of 
the money tied tip m the crop is another 
item. Everything considered, tbe man 
who secures an advance of 10 cents per 
bushel over tbe price at thrashing time 
is well repaid for storing his wheat. 


f Bone* For Fertilizer. 


A subscriber to The Farm Journal 


who dissolved beef bones in sulphuric 
acid for a fertilizer found himself with 
a patty like mass on his hands. He re- 
ceived tbe advice to dry tbe mass by 
adding about half its balk of glue fac- 
tory bone dubt or fine ground phosphst- 
Ic rock, usually called "floats."

[o used to give the most absurd reasons 
or bis reticence, and when driven into 
corner he would say that he was going 
i publish, hot not yet. One nigbt, 


when I had jnst finished a long story of 
is, I impleriru him to let me take it 
way with me to London and Bee what 
onld be done. "No," he said. "No- 
body would publish it." I told him that 
t might be refused by five men out of 
six, bnt that the sixth would afterward 
ie proud that he had accepted it. 


Then, quite unexpectedly, the secret

with the name of Chadband." He said 
t so light heartedly that I thought he 
vas onco more putting me off with a 
wrong reason, hut I scon found that he 
vas sincere. He imagined reviewers 
making jests about his name and owned 
hat he would cot be able to stand it 
Phis surprised me, for he frequently 
oked about bin name himself, and so 
did his friends. Ho defended himself. 


"That's different," he said. "That 


s in conversation, among men that I 
know. Bot I could not have some vul- 
gar brute who did not know me at all 
doing the same thing in cold print It 
would present my stuff from the wrong 
joint of view. No. the associations of 
:he name are too strong. If yon are 
called Chadband, you are called Chad- 
rand, and there's an end of it. Yon 
may do what yon like in private, but 
you cau come before the public ouly as 
an intemperate, hypocritical, delicious 
as*, and in no other character what- 
ever. '' . 


He would not bear cf a pseudonym 


or of anonymity. If his work succeeded, 
the secret would be found ont, and he 
would be ashamed. If it did net suc- 
ceed—and he did not think it would— 
It was not worth his while to add to 
the annual output of bad books. "Why 
make all this fuss abont nothing?" I 
said, angry with his obstinacy. "If you 
think it matters one straw—though it 
does not—change your name once for 
all and be done with it." Ho said that 
it would be sheer cowardice, and he 
could not dream of it 


Very unfortunately, he had private 


means. Poverty might have driven him 
to overcome his sensitiveness and to 
publish. Had he done so it would have 
been curious to watch the growth of an 
entirely new set of associations around 
the iiamu Chadband. I think he was 
strong enough to havo redeemed the 
name. 


He was •unmarried—said that he did 


not believe in the hereditary principles 
as applied to jokes. His real reason for 
not marrying was, of course, the dis- 
ease of wbirh he died. He worked ex- 
ceedingly hard, and, as he know, to no 
purpose. He would not own that ho 
took pleasure in his work. "No," he 
said, "it's like smoking—I get no pleas- 
ure from it, but I should miss it if 
gave it up."

These, equipped with a 
flask containing brandy or soup and a 
packet of bandages bong round their 
necks, are taught to find out the wound- 
ed lying among boshes or uneven ground 
and to offer them restoratives, standing 
meanwhile with titeir forefeet planted 
and barking to attract attention. They 
are even harnessed to little handcarts, 
snch as ^e see them use in Belgian 
and German towns, and can drag two 
wounded men. The French, in their 
wars in Tunis and Algiers, have nsed 
dogs; also the Russians in their last 
Turkish war. In Austria they have been 
employed to discover ambuscades. The 
Dutch in Aoheen found them most use- 
ful in preventing solitary sentries in 
thick jungle outposts being surprised by 
stealthy natives. The Italian sentries in 
the Alps are always accompanied by 
dogs.—United Service Magakue.
